The number ot 
depositors increased 17,080 during tbo 
year and the amount of deposits SG,027,- 
491. Tho effect ot:tho present depres- 
sion in business is shown to u marked 
degree in the'small increase iu deposits, 
they having increased for tbo five pre- 
ceding years at the annual rate of more 
than 520,000,000.
